Iff ITALY. 


Musiolini Says Revolution Not to 


-Determine Whether Musso- 


lini's Work Is Now 


Completed.

Public opinion and not revolution 


will decide the fascist! issue in 
Italy and will determine whether 
Mussolini's •w'jrk is now completed. 
T$£ Mask #5rt Aftttia Is u?t hold- 
ing italjr under despotic power, but 
is keeping the field clear for a 
popular judgment on the results of 
the. fascist! government 


Italy is passing thru one of its 


periods of popular summing up of 
Mussolini's work. During the £K>ek: 
taking, restless opponents of the 
fascist! are on the watch to seize 
power by any means 
whatever. 


The precautions taken by Mus- 
solini, which seem militaristic and 
autocratic, are primarily to hold 
the nation in steady 
discipline, 


while public opinion is making up 
its mind what it wants done. 


Mussolini came into power be- 


cause the parliamentary system in 
Italy had lost its efficiency thru 
personal 
enmities 
among party 


leaders, who blocked one another's 
efforts to make the parliamentary 
machine work. There was danger 
that a daring minority might run 
up the red flag and govern by con- 
fiscation and Intimidation, over a 
wing parliament and the parlia- 
mentary ministry. 


Mussolini made himself dictator 


and had secured popular support 
solely because parliament , had 
ceased to function in a way satis- 
factory to the people. 
His ta^fe 


has been to re-organize Italy to 
meet post-war conditions. Parlia- 
ment ought to have taken the initi- 
ative as Mussolini did, but failed. 


Eventually Italy will return ^to 


parliamentary 
government. 
If 


Mussolini fulfills his logical mis- 
sion, he will have strengthened 
parliament by setting an example 
of efficient leadership to the parlia- 
mentary chiefs. When the lesson 
has been learned, the dictatorship 
will end and democracy will rule 
the peninsula. 


But the people of Italy have the 


sole right to Judge whether their 
politicians have yet learned the 
lesson Mussolini Is teaching. By 
suppressing the opposition, as he 
is now doing, Mussolini is taking 
an effective way of setting up an 
example in democracy. 


If he meets with no determined 


resistance, and if the opposition 
weakly bows to his will, Mussolini 
will have demonstrated that par- 
liamentary 
inefficiency 
has not 


ended, and the public will support 
him. 


If the opposition becomes strong 


enough to overthrow Mussolini that 
may be his greatest success, for it 
will mean he has tanrht the parlia- 
mentarians how to govern.

HUSBAND "VAIN" 


Will Bring up American Demands 


at Wednesday Conference of 


Allied Finance Ministers 


to Prevent Ignoring. 


PARIS, Jan. 6.—The question of 


American claims to a share in Ger- 
man payments under the Dawes 
plan will be brought up at the 
earliest possible moment in tomor- 
row's conference of allied finance 
ministers. 


The American "big three"—Am- 


bassador Kellogg and Herrick and 
Col. James A. Logan—who will at- 
tend the conference decided upon 
this move today, to prevent 
the 


question from being relegated. A 
final conference of the American 
observers will be held at the em- 
bassy tonight to decide upon to- 
morrow's action. 


The total of the American claims 


is something like $600,000,000. Of 
this tentative total, some $350,000,- 
010 is claimed for war damages suf- 
fered by individuals and firms, 
while the balance represents the 
costs of the occupation of the 
Rhine. 


France, Belgium and Italy have 


recognized in equity the right of 
the United States to be paid these 
claims and Japan has agreed in 
principle, but Great Britain op- 
posed the proposal. 


The United Press learned today 


that Colonel Logan, in order to ob- 
tain British recognition of the 
justice of the American claims, of- 
fered—by way of a compromise— 
a proposal that payment of the 
Rhine army cost be spread over a 
longer period than originally pro- 
vided. 


The American "tig three" also is 


going to oppose discussion of al- 
lied debts at the conference, but 
Winston Churchill came to Paris 
today with the avowed intention of 
discussing tb^is matter privately 
with French officials.

Apprisal Shows Corporation Has 
Grown to Be More Than Million 


and a Quarter in Prop- 


erty Holdings. 
, 


The 
application 
of the Blue 


River Power company for author- 
ity to issue $750,000 of stock to pay 
jskort time- obHgatiens; -replenlsbr 
the depreciation reserve In the 
treasury that has gone Into prop- 
erty, to replenish the capital sur- 
plus likewise invested, and includ- 
,ing $150,000 for additions and bet- 
' tennents was heard by the state 
railway commission Tuesday. 


The company is very largely 


financed by H. B. Babson, a Chi- 
cago millionaire who got bis start 
as a- business man in Seward, aad 
has expended over a million dollars 
developing a water power company 
with headquarters in Seward. 


Two years ago the company was 


given permission to issue $400,000 
of capital stock to take up advance- 
ments made to it by Mr. Babson. 
That gave it a total outstanding is- 
sue of $500,000. No appraisal of the 
property was made at that time, 
but since then Mr. Babson has ex- 
pended large additional sums. 


The appraisal of the company, 


carefully checked by th ecommis- 
sion engineers, shows a reproduc- 
tion new cost of the property of the 
company of $1,284,000 and a pres- 
ent value of $1,241,860. Two other 
items, however, will be matters of 
debate. The company makes claim 
to $31,000 intangible value, of 
which $310.000 is the value at- 
tached to the water rights it owns 
and $160,000 going convern value. 


The company now has outstand- 


ing $500,000 of capital stock. 
It 


has $40,000 notes payable; it owes 
Mr. Babson $160.000 for moneys ad- 
vanced; it has $106,000 in what is 
'known as the farm line reserve, 
and $131,000 in its replacement re- 
serve. The farm line reserve is the 
value of property contributed to 
the company and it now stands as 
a liability to be amortized over a 
period of twenty years, so as not to 
show any 
sudden accretion 
of 


values.

"prince of swindlers," is on his 
death bed.

I feel that 
something must be wrong with his 
diet 


Answer. Perhaps the'fact thaT 


yon started so abruptly with plain 
undiluted cow's milk may . have 
caused this initial indigestion. No 
matter what the age of the child it 
is .better to start with diluted milk 
and a child's digestion must be- 
come accustomed to It. 
I should 


dilute the milk some, give addi- 
tional vegetables, which tend to an 
alkali condition, and use cooked 
fruits for a while instead of orange 
juice. Tomato juice can replac* 
that for the time being and use 


baked apple or stowed prunes. If 
necessary for a while you may ust 
a little baking soda or lime water 
In the milk.

LONDON, Jan. 6—Japan will ad- 


here strictly to a "hands off" policy 
in China and to a continuation of 
friendship with the United States, 
Baron Hayashi, Japanese ambas- 
sador to England, stated in au ex- 
clusive interview today. Baron 
Hayashi is one of Japan's foremost 
statesmen and au all-important 
figure in the Tokio foreign office. 


"Japan's policy in 
China," he 


said, "is based upon complete and 
open understanding and co-opera- 
tion with the great powers. Japan 
is determined to avoid any inter- 
vention in China's affairs, except m 
the form of friendly assistance of- 
fered jointly by Japan, the United 
States and other great powers. 


"I think there must eventually be 


an offer of assitance to China by 
the powers," he continued. "This 
would have to come after a Chinese 
conference, in which the powers 
would participate. 
And no action 


could be taken unless it was agree- 
able to China." 


Military intervention in China by 


any or all the powers would be a 
colossal blunder, m the opinion of 
Baron Hayashi, for anything ap- 
proaching a military expedition 
would inflame China and might 
cause a repitition of the Boxer up- 
rising. 


"The form of foreign assistance 


to China should be financial and 
advisory," explained the ambas- 
sador. 


"The only other hope for estab- 


lishment of order In China is for 
some "strong man' to become head 
of the government. I can see no 
immediate prospects of this and I 
do not know who the "strong man" 
will be. 


"The alleged activities of soviet 


agencies attempting to establish a 
soviet government in China will 
fail completely, in my opinion. The 
soviet theory of government is ab- 
solutely incompatible with 
all 


Chinese philosophy and social tra- 
ditions. 
"There is danger however, of 


'young China'—the student class— 
becoming inflamed by soviet propa- 
ganda and attempting 'to destroy 
the present system, foreign treaties 
and extra-territorial rights." 


Hayashi revealed 
that Japan 


urged China to enter the world 
war on the allied side. When he 
was minister at Peking, he said 
he told Premier Tuan Chi Jui that

WENTY years added to the expectation of life 


of all the residents in a .certain district 
New York City is the ambitious plan of 


trustees of the Milbank Memorial Fund. 


A large sum of money has been set aside to under- 


take an extensive program for improved health con- 
ditions in* a section of the metropolis where live a 
great many poor people. All the health and wel- 
fare organizations of that territory have been united 
•for that purpose. The Health Commissioner, Dr. ___ 
Monaghan, is cooperating fully.

It is not unreasonable to believe this ambition may be realized. 


In New York City during the last fifty years the expectation of 
has increased aoout fifteen years. • • 


Unfortunately the Improvement 


has been largely in the extremes of 
life — in infancy and old age. In the 
middle-age groups the chance of liv- 
ing has not improved much. 


It is to be hoped this interesting 


-experiment may-Jje successful. If 
it is. it will be because the ravages 
of middle life have been stayed. 
Improving the chance of laving is 
not an undertaking which is sur- 
rounded by mystery. It is founded 
on common sense in living. 
The first thing is to improve the 
housing conditions. We cannot ex- 
pect to have good 'health and long 
life in families crowded into poorly- 
ventilated and illy-lighted quarters. 
If twelve live in three rooms and 
four sleep in the kitchen every night, 
there can be no expectation of good 
health. It is surprising that illness 
is not more common than it is. 
The speed of our living is another 
factor. 
It makes for bad -health, 
high blood-pressure, overstimulated 
nerves and emotions and bad diges- 
tion. The Milbank Foundation 
have much to do to correct this evil. 
The brakes will require relining 
many times before society will settle 
down to a reasonable rate of speed. 
I believe this fine experiment is 
for the good of the entire human 
race. It will be a great thing for 
the world if years can be added to the 
expectation of life. Success is sure 
to increase our happiness, too, not 
because of added years alone, but for 
the great contentment of mind which 
is always associated with the simple 
life without which success is impos- 
sible.

Mr. Jennings gave me a job. At 


the same time he pointed out that 
I shouldn't neglect study just be- 
cause I was a wage earner. I will 
always be thankful for his advice. 
He put me in the washery along 
with some other youngsters. Our 
job was to help tend the pickers 
which separate the slate and coal. 


The task required active fingers 


rather than any brains or skill. It 
meant working nine hours a day 
with a halt hour allowed for lunch. 
For this I received twelve cents an 
hour, or $6.48 a week. My first pay 
envelope carried a big thrill with 
it 
I took it, unopened, to my 


mother. Aside from the hours the 
labor was not hard. I must say I 
thiived on it. 
I've found that 


work, either in the mines or on the 
baseball diamond, doesn't harm 
anyone. That holds true for what- 
ever a man does.

school a few more years. The only 
work I could do, she pointed out, 
would be in the coal mines.

We had been living in Pittston 


since I was five years old, having 
moved to Pennsylvania from Port 
Jervis, N. Y , where I was born on 
November 8, 1896. By a coinci- 
dence the house in which I first 
saw the light of day was on Ball 
street. That was a good start for 
a baseball player anyhow. 


Living as long as we had in 


Pittston, I knew just how to go 
about'getting a job in the mines.
